usually understood. If it were, 
many a familiar confidence would 
remain unconfided in the steam and 
trolley cars, thereby lessen in 
gayety of nations im measurably to 
the already scantily enlivened deaf 
and even get a modified pli 
from the temporary deafness of those 
we travel with.

only man of the party capable of 
hearing, In the great stamping 
mill of the Tread well mine in Alaska 
where the din is such that no ] 
with ears can hear the loudest shout 
and the employes are said to become 
actually deaf in time from the effect 
of the continuous uproar — in that 
pandemonium one very deaf woman 
could hear a whisper. 

She had not heard a whisper, even 
with a trumpet, for many years 
before. This peculiar com 
of the deaf really leads sometimes 
to merry icsults — of different order 
from those which figure in the 
farces about the deaf. Py the way, 
Is there any farce with blindness for 
its amusing theme? 

The only other infirmity which 
seems to me to share with deafness 
this melancholy distinction of adding 
to the merriment of those hot a 
ed and rendering the victim 
awkward and tidiculous, is the 
nervoi. tion of stammering.

being eighteen years old He then 
decided t<> enter Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary and prepare him- 
self for the ministry, and on gra- 
dual ing there a finished writer and 
speaker several pulpits were at 
once open to him, but. l'rovidence 
decreed otherwise, and a little child 
was t be cause. 

This is Gallaudet Day. niiii I will 
tell you the story. A lovei of little 
Children, he was one day sealed on 
a lawn, book in hand, but the 
group romping around him became 
of more interest than the mulgatlon!

From this grew the establish* 
meiil not only of the lirsl school for 
I he deaf of I his eon u try, but all the 

other similar schools; and not only 
this, an Impetus was given to many 
other philanthropic and educational 
movements that followed In tbs

His mind constantly dwelt on 
little Alice Cogswell, thinking out 
how hor intelligence might be 
further reached, lie experimented 
further, and after an acquaintance 

of a year or so with Ihe little girl, 

resulted in her acquiring some eon 
siderabie ability to wriie Intelli- 
gently, though of course limited to 
simplest words. Her progress was 

such as to impel Dr. CogSWel! to 

Hppioaob young Gallaudet with the 
proposition to take up in earnest 
the subject of teaching the deaf 

and dumb, and he finally consent 

ed to do so. Immediately ways 

and means were devised lo pay nis 
expenses of a trip to Europe, and 

accordingly he sailed on May '-iftth, 
IKIf., bill on arriving in Great 
Britain he found thai instead of the 
philanthropic spirit governing he 
found thai ii was the commercial 
spirit, and that the secret of impart* 

inn instruction to the deaf and 

dumb was Jealously guarded by the 

" patentee." Hut again 1'iovidence 

came to bis relief, and a way was 

open to him. A good Abbe, Ihe 
head of a Lreneh school, happened 

lo be in England and invited him to 

jjii with him to Paris and there he 
would give him his personal instrue 
tion without money and without 
price. And thus was laid the 

foundation for the education of the 

mutes of America 

Mr. Walkei then gave a history 
of the many obstacles that, had to 

be overcome in the establishments 

of the liisl school and at (Jallaudel's 
death his I wo sons took up Ihe good 

work that be had established, one of 

whom established the first exclusive 

church for Ihe deaf-mutes, while 
ihe other son is the founder of the 
only college for the deaf in the 
world. It Is loos ted at Washington 

and is supported by the government, 

and is named "( Jallaiittel College,"
